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Army Speeding Normal 


Retirement Machinery | 


With no means at hand other than the 


normal channels of separating officers 
from the active list, the War Depart- 
ment is busily engaged speeding up its 


regular procedures so as to produce yir 
tually a year’s quota of retirements be- 
tween now and Sept. 30, 19384, 

The necessity for such hastening of 
separations arises as the result of the 
provision of the Army Appropriation 
Bill, now a law by virtue of the Presi 
dent's signature, which, while maintain 
ing the 12,000 authorized average num 
ber of commissioned officers, provides 
that after September 30 there shall be 
on the active list not more than 11,750 
whose original commissions are dated 
prior to June 1, 1934. 

A forecast being worked on in the 
Department indicates that the necessary 
number of separations can be brought 
about by speeding up the normal meth- 
ods that in some cases retirements 
which would have taken place in Octo- 
ber, November or December will be 
brought about prior to September 30. 
This includes retirements for physical 
disability, retirements on application 
(whose effective dates may be advanced), 
and the earlier convening of Class B

boards. It is through this latter meth- 
od, particularly in connection with the 
new executive order which makes the 


action of the Board of General Officers 
final and subject to review only by spe- 
cific order of the President, that Secre- 
tary Dern, reported in last week's 
ARMY AND Navy JourNAL, hopes to ef 
fect a goodly number of separations.

General Pershing Aids 
Thomson Defense Bill 


General John J. Pershing, USA-Ret, 
gave his “unqualified approval” this 
week to the bill introduced by Repre- 


sentative Clark W. Thompson, of Texas, 
to increase the strength of the Regular 


Army to 14,068 officers and 165,000 en- 
listed men 

The approval of the nation’s War 
leader came in the form of a letter to 


Representative Fitzpatrick, chairman of 
the subcommittee of the House Military 
Committee studying the measure, 

Hearings on the bill, which already 
has the hearty endorsement of General 
Douglas MacArthur, Chief of Staff, and 
the personal approval of Secretary Dern, 
will be resumed next week, Mr. Fitz- 
patrick said. A few members of Con- 
gress, he disclosed, are so opposed to its 
provisions that they have asked that 
they be heard and the meetings next 
week will be to give them the oppor- 
tunity to voice their disapproval. 

The text of General Pershing’s letter 
to Representative Fitzpatrick follows: 
“My dear Mr. Chairman: 

“Although, as stated in my conversa- 
tion with you, it is impracticable for me 
to appear before your committee, I ap- 
preciate the courtesy of your invitation 
and I am glad to send you a brief sum- 
mary of reasons for my strong approval 
of the provisions of H, R. 91386. 

“In general, this bill closely parallels 
my own idea, based upon experience, 
many times expressed while I was Chief 
of Staff, as to the minimum for Regular 
Army strength, below which we should 
not go. In the years that have elapsed 
since then the army has been permitted 
to dwindle in size far below that num- 
ber, although the necessity for maintain- 
ing an adequate army has grown more 
and more important, 

“There are certain fixed demands 
made upon the Army’s strength which 
must be met regardless of its size. These 
include garrisons for our overseas pos- 
sessions; the maintenance of an over- 
head of administrative and supply agen- 
cies capable of meeting peacetime needs 
and of providing a sound basis upon 
which to expand in emergency; and in- 
struction for civilian components and 
maintenance of an essential school sys- 
tem. These demands consume a consid- 
erable portion of the Army's strength, 
As a result, the remainder of our estab- 
lishment is so small and is spread out 
so thinly that the forces that can fairly 
be classed as available for internal emer- 
gencies are lowered to a dangerous level, 
and their usefulness as a nucleus of ex- 
pansion for war is greatly diminished. 
Lack of personne! likewise impedes prog- 
ress in modernization, of which the Reg- 
ular Army must serve as the chief ex- 
ponent. The difference in the Army’s 
efficiency and readiness for emergency 
that would be represented by the addition 
of some 40,000 or 50,000 enlisted men 
can therefore scarcely be over-estimated.,

“Secretary Dern’s protest against the charges of pacifists that the C.C.C. camps 
are ‘militaristic’ will be sympathetically echoed by all who know from personal 
experience how the Conservation Corps camps are run,” states the New York 
Herald Tribune. “The attackers of the camps are, of course, seeking not only to 
discredit the system but to arouse resentment against the Army. 

“On both counts they are misleading and unfair. The C.C.O. camps have been 
successful beyond most of the relief program. They have been costly, it is true, 
but they have borne good fruit. Not only has valuable work been performed but 
the young men who have attended the camps have been vastly benefited, spiritually 
as well as physically. They have learned the discipline of labor and of co-operative 
living. They have improved in health and strength. 

“The success of the camps has been due in no small measure to the Army 
officers in charge of them. These men, far from being ‘militaristic’ in the dis 
creditable sense of the word, have been tolerant, understanding and effective. They 
have built up morale and created a spirit of self-inforced discipline that is a credit 
to their own training and character. To attempt to belittle them and to charge that 
the camps are breeding places of ‘militarism’ is unjust. It is true that the men who 
attend the camps come away with a new respect for Uncle Sam and a greater 
appreciation of the work of our Army in peace time. If this is ‘militarism,’ thea

Announce Fleet Review Plans 


Secretary of the Navy Claude A. Swan- 
sn this week announced the preliminary 
arrangements for the disposition of the 
wrious ships and units for the Review 
of the Fleet by the President of the 
United States in New York on May 31, 
14. Detailed plans for the Review will 
be announced later. 

The President will be on board the 
U88 Indianapolis, heavy cruiser, and 
will have on board with him, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy and the Chief of Naval 
Operations, Admiral William H. Stand- 
ly, USN. The Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy, Col. Henry L. Roosevelt, will 
te on board USS Louisville, heavy 
cruiser. 

The first part of the Review will take 
place off Ambrose Lightship at the en- 
trance to New York as the Fleet steams 
ward the approaches to New York 
Harbor from the war games and maneu- 
vers in the Caribbean. The Fleet will 
cme up over the horizon in a long col- 
umn led by the flagship of the United 
Sates Fleet, the USS Pennsylvania, 
fying the four-star blue flag of the 
Commander-in-Chief, Admiral David 
Foote Sellers, USN.

N. Y. Berths for Carriers 


Through the efforts of Grover Whalen, 
an obstacle which threatened to keep the 
Navy’s huge aircraft carriers from visit- 
ing New York City after the Fleet Re- 
view, has been removed. 

Mr. Whalen, who is chairman of the 
committee arranging the official greeting 
for the United States Fleet, secured from 
President Roosevelt this week an allot- 
ment of Public Works Administration 
funds for dredging the Hudson River to 
permit docking the two carriers, Lexing- 
ton and Saratoga, after it was found 
that it was impossible, because of their 
size, to berth them in New York waters. 

Maj. F. H. LaGuardia of New York 
City in anouncing the allotment of 340,- 
000 by the PWA for dredging at Pier 
90, Hudson River at Fifteenth Street, 
gave full credit for obtainjng the ap- 
propriation to Mr. Whalen. 

“Our friend Grover succeeded in get- 
ting the $40,000 from President Roose- 
velt to do this dredging,” said the Mayor. 

Dredging around the pier will be 
necessary to accommodate the two car- 


riers. With deeper water they can be 
brought right into the slips on either 


side of the pier and the public will be 
able to go aboard and inspect them dur- 
ing the three-week stay of the Fleet in 
New York City. Anchoring them in mid- 
stream was not practicable because the 
900-foot craft would block the channel 
to navigation in swinging with the tide 

Arrangements for welcoming the Fleet 
are going forward under the direction of 
Mr. Whalen, with the expectancy of the 
visit being a gay one for the officers and 
men of the Fleet. Mr. Whalen is a well- 
known New York merchant and civic 
leader. Several years ago he devoted 
much of his time in acting as official 
“greeter” for foreign celebrities arriving 
in this country. He is now chairman 
of the board of the Schenley Distillers 
Corporation. 


Munitions Investigation 

The special committee of the Senate 
appointed to investigate armament and 
munitions companies met this week to 
map out a plan of procedure. 

Senator Nye, chairman of the group, 
stated after the meeting that a great 
deal of “research work” will be done by 
committee agents before hearings will 
be started. This “research work,” he 
said, would consist of investigation of 
the books and records of munitions com- 
panies, as well as of the records of the

First in War 

The recent retirement of Maj. Gen. 
Harry L. Gilchrist, former Chief of 
the Chemical Warfare Service from 
March 28, 1929, to May 8, 1933, and 
a Medical officer, brings up the interest- 
ing fact that he was the Commanding 
Officer of the first American unit to 
land in England during the World War. 

The following is reprinted from The 
London Times of May 19, 1917: 

King’s Reception of American Medical Unit 
—Welcome at the Palace 

Few episodes of the war will have more 
significance than the dignified and gracious 
ceremony which the King, who was ac- 
companied by the Queen, performed at Buck- 
ingham Palace yesterday morning. Their 
Majesties received the surgeons and nurses 
who have come from America as the fore- 
runners of yet greater contingents of helpers 
in the noble cause of tending the wounded. 
The unit arrived in London on Saturday 
last, and since then its members have had 
time to enjoy some rest after the voyage, 
and to see something of the metropolis. 

Their actual relationship to the Army 
Medical Service has perhaps hardly had full 
explanation as yet, but it was made clear 
yesterday by Colonel Gigbie, R.A.M.C., who 
has been detailed to look after the contin- 
gent while in London. The surgeons, num- 
bering twenty-five, with their commanding 
officer, Major H. L. Gilchrist, Medical Corps, 
USA, and the sixty nurses, are from Lake- 
side Hospital, Cleveland, Ohio. 

This very famous institution has amalga- 
mated the elements ‘iat now constitute a 
base hospital of the Army of the United 
States. The training its nurses receive is 
of the highest order, and all who have 
come over are possessed of exceptional edu- 
cation and professional qualifications. The 
matron is Miss Allison, and the assistant 
matron is Miss Leete. They were distin- 
guised from the rest by plain dark-blue 
uniforms, The nurses themselves wore in- 
door uniforms of very simply made white 
dresses, and small white Quaker like caps, 
fitting closely to the hair. As the inspec- 
tion was to take place out of doors, they 
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had over their dresses capes of dark-blue 
frieze, lined with red silk, and bearing the 
Geneva Cross on the lapels. The scene of 
the ceremony was the terrace below the 
great bow window of the garden frunt of 
the Palace. 

Under no circumstances could the repre- 
sentatives of our latest Ally have seen the 
Royal residence amid a fairer setting. All 
the fine trees are in the perfection of their 
early spring foliage, and on their left, as 
they faced the Palace, were white lilacs in 
full bloom, and masses of rhododendron, 
crimson and mauve. The broad expanse of 
green lawns told of the welcome rain of 
preceding days. In the far distance, con- 
spicuous against the light clouds, an aero- 
plane was visable. 

With military precision the surgeons 
wheeled into line, the nurses, more numer- 
ous, making two lines behind them. 

The welcome of the Royal Army Medical 
Service was expressed in the presence of 
Surgéon General Sir Alfred Keogh, K.C.B., 
Director-General, and of Miss Becher, R.R.C., 
the Matron-in-Chief, who made her own 
careful and critical inspection, and was 
obviously pleased with the reinforcements 
that have come to her own splendidly effi- 
cient branch of the Service. Members of 
the Royal Household who assembled beside 
the light awning over the steps leading to 
the terrace included Lord Stamfordham, the 
Warl of Cromer, Lady Ampthill, Lady Kath- 
erine Coke, Mr. Harry Verney, Lord Annaly, 
Commander Sir Charles Curt, R. N., Sir 
Derek Kippel, Sir Edward Wallington, and 
Colonel Clive Wigram. 

With the King, who wore khaki, with the 
badges of a Field-Marshal, and the Queen, 
were Captain the Prince of Wales, in the 
uniform of the Grenadier Guards, Princess 
Mary, and the American Ambassador and 
Mrs. Hines Page. His Majesty stood for a 
moment to glance at the well-set-up men 
and keenly alert women before him, and 
then said with marked feeling and emphasis: 

“It is with the utmost pleasure and satis- 
faction that the Queen and I welcome you 
here today. 

“We greet you as the first detachment of 
the American Army which has landed on our 
shores since your great Republic resolved to 
join in the world-struggle for the ideals of 
civilization. We deeply appreciate’ the 
prompt and generous response to our needs. 

“It is characteristic of the humanity and 
chivalry which have ever been evinced by 
the American nation that the first assistance 
rendered to the Allies is in connection with 
the profession of healing and the work of 
mercy.” 

The King and Queen evidently wished to 
hear more as to those whom they were re- 
ceiving, and the commanding officer, Major 
Gilchrist, presented each one of the Sur- 
geons, adding a word or two as to their 
past work. Their Majesties shook hands 
with them all. Next, Mrs. Becher pre- 
sented Miss Allison and Miss Leete, and 
the Queen as well as the King, conversed 
with them for some moments. 

Her Majesty was wearing a grey vinon 
over charmeuse, and her black tricorn hat 
was trimmed with pink roses. The dress 
of Princess Mary was white voile, with a 
boldly embroidered design in white, and a 
clasp belt of turquoise-blue silk, while the 
white straw hat had a ruche of white ostrich 
feathers, caught with small clusters of flow- 
ers. 

A short conversation with Major Gilchrist 
followed, but before reentering the Palace 
the King and Queen turned again to look 
at these men and women whose coming 
means the opening of a new page in the 


chronicle of merciful service. 

Doctors and nurses were delighted with 
the reception they had enjoyed. There was 
scant opportunity for comparing impres- 
sions, for they were under military disc}. 
pline and they moved off almost in the foot. 
steps of the King and Queen, through the 
Bow Library to the Quadrangle, where motor 
cars and wagonettes awaited them. But one 
and another found time to say, in reply to 
questions, that the event had surpassed ay 
their expectations and that the note of per- 
sonal cordiality had touched them deeply,

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Marine Corps Flight 


Twenty-two Marine Corps land planes, 
under the command of Lt. Col. Ross BE. 
Rowell, USMC, left their home base at 
Quantico, Va., April 30 on a 5000-mile 
flight over the Caribbean Sea to par- 
ticipate in maneuvers with the United 
States Fleet. 

Described as the largest overseas mass 
flight ever made by the Marine Corps, 
the operations will include extensive fly- 
ing over Haiti, San Domingo and the 
Virgin Islands, as well as far out to sea. 
The planes will cooperate with naval 
airplanes in laying a smoke-screen and 
carrying on bombing attacks to cover 
landing parties from the Fleet Marine 
Force, which is now embarked with the 
Train Squadrons of the Fleet. 

Taking off from Quantico Monday, the 
first stop for refueling was at Camp 
Bragg in North Carolina. The next stop 
was Jacksonville, Fla., and Miami was 
reached by nightfall. After a day’s lay- 
over the flyers hopped the straits of 
Florida and pushed on to Camaguey, 
Cuba, where after refueling they flew to 
Guantanamo Bay. Then there was an- 
other water hazard in negotiating the 
Windward Passage and on to Santo Do- 
mingo and Haiti. After reaching San 
Juan the movements are strictly confi- 
dential in accordance with the customs 
of war. When “peace” has been de- 
clared the noses of the planes will be 
headed homeward and the return flight 
will be retraced via the same route. The 
rainy season will be on in the West In- 
dies and thunder storms as well as the 
“enemy” will have to be fought. The 
flyers hope to be close to home again 
by May 15. 

The planes making the flight include 
nineteen single seater fighting planes, 
two large tri-motor transports and one 
amphibian. The fighting planes are 
equipped with floatation gear to keep 
them up in case of a forced landing at 
sea. The big transports will be able to 
remain aloft with two engines in case 
one should fail, Every plane will carry 
a rubber inflatable. boat capable of sus- 
taining the crew afloat. Every pilot will 
have a short-wave radio telephone which 
will enable the Commander to control 
his organization entirely by voice radio. 
Two smoke screen planes will be added 
to the unit from the Marine Squadron 
at Port au Prince, Haiti.

Navy Toast to the Army 


At a recent banquet of the Mili- 
tary Order of the World War in New 
York Rear Adm. W. W. Phelps, USN- 
Ret, was called upon to speak on the 
toast “The Army of the United States.” 
His interesting response was as follows: 

“Tt is a happy idea of our chairman, 
and it is characteristic of his always 
reliable discrimination that he should 
call upon a Naval Officer to respond to 
the toast—The Army. It is regrettable 
that you are not hearing one better able 
to give you that full measure that the 
toast meris. 

“Tt is appropriate, because the Navy 
is the legitimate offspring of the Army. 

“Included in the extraordinary num- 
ber of legacies General Washington left 
us, is the example of the constitutional 
Commander-in-Chief exercising that of- 
fice in the field of grand strategy. 

“It was Washington who created the 
infant Navy off Boston in 1775. He 
sent out merchant ships manned by com- 
batants from the Army, and sailing 
masters out of the sea faring population. 
It was this sea power attack on the lines 
of supply that drove Howe out of Bos- 
ton. 

“Washington’s fine understanding of 
the position of sea power in grand stra- 
tegy was responsible for that coopera- 
tion of sea power and land power, with- 
out which there could have been no 
Yorktown. 

“Tt is undoubtedly due to this example 
and these natural successes, that the 
constitutional convention provided, that 
the President is the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Army and Navy. 

“Throughout our history, the Presi- 
dent has always heen the one office, rec- 
ognized by the neople as having risen 
beyond partisanship, exercising his com- 
mand for the good of all the people. In 
the realm of grand strategy, the Presi- 
dent has always been the suecessful head 
of the single department of national de- 
fense: hecause national defense is more 
than the coordination of the Army and 
the Navy: national defense implies the 
coordination of diplomacy, economics, 
land power and sea power. Any new 
fangled iden that the Army and the 
Navv should he joined into one denart- 
ment of national defense, will inevitably 
internose irresponsible partisanshin and 
ambition between the constitutional com- 
mander-in-chief and his armed forces, 
and clutter nn the presidential respon- 
sibility and freedom of action by politi- 
cians: for it Is when the armed forces 
have to he bronght into action. that the 
sunreme responsibility must act directly. 

“Tt would apnear that advocates of a 
single department of national defense 
ignore the important positions in na- 
tional defense occupied by each and 
every one of the President’s cabinet de- 
partments, and most seriously ignore the 
paramount position of the State Denart- 
ment as the supreme first line of na- 
tional defense. 

“Thus it is plain that national defense 





is not advanced by merely joining up 





Army and Navy in a common maze of 
more red tape, more paper work, more 
typewriters and bigger and better staffs 
Nothing can get away from the reality 
of the situation and that is this—the 
President continues to be the commander 
of the single department of national de- 
fense, and that department involves each 
and every one of his cabinet depart. 
ments, and most importantly his State 
Department, the country’s first line of 
defense. “ 

“Grand strategy ##@[H® most impor. 
tant work to do in time of peace. Grang 
strategy is preparedness. Grand stra. 
tegy is epected to maintain endlessly g 
situation in the foreign relations of the 
country that keeps the country not only 
in peace without end, but also growing 
in the respect of the world. 

“The Kellogg pact has us saying that 
war is renounced as an instrument of 
policy. This dictum is all very well and 
very wholesome. Excepting that its 
psychological effect is to dull the coun. 
try’s sensibilities to the realities. It has 
just about as much weight as had the 
eighteenth amendment. But in reality 
the world obeys the natural law ex. 
pounded a century ago by Chausewitz— 
namely, that war is a continuation of 
policy by other means. 

“Now the State Department continues 
policy. It is grand strategy that, in 
peace time, continues policy. 

“There have been times when the 
country had to pass from a diplomatic 
defensive to a military defensive. There 
is a grave responsibility for this change, 
It results from the recommendations of 
the President to the Congress. The 
President takes his decision from the 
information furnished by the State De 
partment. 

“So it seems plain, that, in times of 
peace, national defense ig.um 
of the State Department) "x 
up to decisions in grand strategy in 
peace, there must be not only coopera- 
tion between the high staffs and war 
colleges of the Army and the Navy, but 
also cooperation between the State De 
partment and the national defense armed 
forces. To that end, the career experts 
in the American foreign service should 
each have a short tour of cooperative 
study both in the Army War College and 
in the Navy War College. 

“Some of us once tried to get State 
Department career men to study policy 
and its handmaid grand strategy at the 
Naval War College. No success. 

“In spite of this lack of interest, the 
Army and the Navy try their best to 
work out just what are the country’s 
defensive policies. And the country can 
depend upon it, that the armed defensive 
forces are more and more exchanging 
their own particular little brain trusts 
between their War Colleges, are more 
and more in sympathetic cooperation 
and greater understanding each year. 

“When the time comes for the Presl- 
dent to move on from the diplomatie 
defensive to the armed defensive, the 
Navy is at one with the Army in recog 
nizing that the Navy alone cannot hold 
territory ; that no auxiliary of the Army 
can hold territory, much less can aay 
airplane hold territory. We are at one 
in recognizing that the Army’s auxiliary 
arms and the Navy, exist to convey the 
infantryman and his bayonet to where 
the country must get the decision.

THE TIMP HAS COME, it seems to us, for definite prescription of the respon- 
sibilities of the Director of the Budget. The law creating this office never intended 
that its incumbent should formulate policies or contro] departmental administration. 
It never contemplated authority to withhold from Congress proposals and informa- 
tion required in connection with the consideration of needed legislation. Yet we 
find Mr. Douglas exercising precisely these powers as a legal right. For example, 
it is he who vetoed the recommendation of the Secretary of War for promotion 
reform for the Army. Everyone knows that such reform is essential. Secretary 
Dern is urgent in his demand that it be provided. With his approval, a thorough 
study was made by the General Staff. He examined carefully the bill based upon 
it. He believed it worthy of Congressional consideration. But he cannot get such 
consideration because Mr. Douglas estimated the plan proposed would cost a million 
dollars, and, therefore, did not accord with the budgetary policy of the President. 
Thus, Mr. Douglas is fixing the policy governing personnel conditions in the Army 
and is denying the right of the Secretary of War to bring about its change, although 
in the view of the country, the responsibility for the efficiency of the land forces 
rests upon the shoulders of that official. 

It is true Congress can require the Secretary to advise it of conditions, but 
it usually is reluctant to take such a step. Nor is the House Military Committee 
disposed to discharge its duty in this matter. We adverted last week to its attitude 
with respect to promotion, and compared it with the up and doing procedure of 
the Naval Committee. It is not surprising that with the President interested es- 
pecially in the sea arm and with the Naval Committee imbued with the importance 
of stimulating its morale that Mr. Douglas should stamp his approva] upon the 
Navy Department’s latest promotion proposals. This is as it should be. Conditions 
in the lower grades of the Navy and Marine Corps call for immediate relief. There 
are similarly evil conditions in the Army, which likewise demand prompt remedy. 
Mr. Douglas, however, argues that the MacArthur plan would unbalance the bud- 
get. As a matter of fact, the amount involved is only a million dollars annually, 
less than a quarter of one per cent of the cost of the Army and insignificant when 
compared with the deficit of from three to seven billion dollars estimated for the 
present fiscal year. Mr. Douglas should offer a better excuse than the puerile one 
he has advanced. 

In any case, the matter is too important to be brushed aside by a subordinate 
official, and we respectfully suggest that Mr. Roosevelt should serve notice that it 
is the Secretary of War and not the Director of the Budget who advises on military 
policies and that the latter should perform the duties of an accountant as the law 
proposes rather than those of acting President. 


A POLL ON WAR and kindred topics is being made of Protestant Ministers 
and Jewish Rabbis in the United States. Some 21,000 replies have been made to 
date. Approximately 13,000 declared they would not participate as armed com- 
batants in any future war, while 5,208 expressed their willingness to do so; 17,023 
objected to military training, 3,579 favored it; 15,985 urged that the United States 
take the lead in disarming, 3,260 opposed anything of the kind; 8,534 stated they 
could conscientiously serve as army chaplains in time of war, 8,014 that they could 
not, and 8,779 were in doubt. The percentage of students unwilling to participate 
as armed combatants is said to be higher than that of the Ministers, but as to the 
latter the statement summing up the results of the poll admits there “is no way 
of knowing accurately whether or not the answers to the questions are typical 
of the opinions of the entire body of Ministers throughout the Nation.” However, 
the fact stands out that pacifist strength in our churches and schools is growing 
and in order that it shall not lead to further weakening of our defense steps should 
be taken to inform the clergy and school authorities of the pertinent facts which 
require a respectable defense establishment. Certainly the Chaplains of the Army 
and Navy, who are as God fearing as men of their cloth in civil life, who have an 
even greater hatred of war, can contact more intimately the Ministers and Rabbis 
of their acquaintance; and the military and naval authorities throughout the 
country can intensify their efforts to provide greater understanding of the necessity 
of defense in the Universities and schools within their boundaries. This does not 
mean the inauguration of a campaign of propaganda, The facts when known will 
speak loudly enough—the delicate situation in the Far East, the powder mine in 
Fiurope, the certainty that defenseless we would be a far more tempting prey 
than China. Informed, we are confident Ministers and students would rally back 
of a treaty Navy and the modest increase in the Army proposed by Representative 
Thomson of Texas. 


NOTHING WBE CAN SAY CAN add a jot to the fine tribute paid by General 
Pershing to the late Major General Hugh L. Scott. It was the cross of this soldier 
who has gone to his Fathers that he was too old to exercise his established abilities 
upon the battlefields of the World War, but he bofe it uncomplainingly and devoted 
himself to the provision of the strength which General Pershing wielded so bril- 
liantly in France. Therefore, we can well appreciate the depth of the latter's 
feeling at the passing of one whom he respected and admired, and which he ex- 
pressed in these sincere fitting words: 


“The passing of General Scott ends a most remarkable career. Devotion to 


duty and loyalty to authority were his outstanding traits of character. The Army 
had produced no finer soldier. He lived up to the lofty ideals of West Point and he 
was the embodiment of the highest type of officer and gentleman. 

“He worked long and diligently at the gigantic task of preparing our army 
at home for overseas service, and in those early days of the war contributed greatly 
> ms the necessary groundwork for the success of the Américan army in the

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Army Promotion Bill—The refusal of Director of the Budget Douglas to permit 
the War Department to sponsor before Congress the revised MacArthur plan for 
stimulating the flow of promotion in the Army has been a matter of keen dis- 
appointment to that large portion of the commissioned personnel doomed to pass 
virtually the balance of their military careers in the lower grades of the service. 
Through Congressional consideration of the War Department’s proposal they had 
hoped to stimulate among the members a renewed interest in this vital subject 
and eventually to secure some form of relief. 

Mr. Douglas’ excuse to Secretary Dern, as recorded in these columns last 
week, was the expense. As a matter of fact the increased cost is estimated at 
only $1,600,000, which, compared with the value of the results in improved morale 
and efficiency, is surely a paltry sum, while compared with the other expenditures 
of the government it is insignificant. 

While the blame rests primarily on Mr. Douglas, the members of the Congres- 
sional Military Affairs committees cannot be entirely absolved. As General Mac- 
Arthur so aptly told one of the Congressional Committees recently, it is the legis- 
lative body and not the Bureau of the Budget nor even the War Department that 
is fundamentally responsible under the Constitution for the maintenance of Na- 
tional Defense. The subject of promotion is one that the committee should study 
and correct of its own Volition and without reference to any other agency. If they 
should diseover, as they certainly would if they investigated, that the present 
stagnation in promotion is a detriment to the Defense, they should hasten to 


correct it. 


Army and Navy to Make Weather Observations—With the cooperation of the Army 


and Navy and the Commerce Departments, the Weather Bureau of the Department 
of Agriculture, on July 1, 1934, will launch part of its new program for increasing 
the accuracy of its forecasts, 

This new program, among other things, calls for more stations for upper air 
soundings by airplanes and for more frequent daily forecasts. The part covering 
more airplane observations can now be put into effect. 

The Weather Bureau expects to maintain special airplane observation stations 
at the following airports: Nashville, Tenn., with La Crosse, Wis., as an alternate ; 
Omaha, Neb., Cheyenne, Wyo.; Billings, Mont.; Fargo, N. D.; and Oklahoma City, 

The War Department will assign planes for this work at Mitchel Field, Long 
Island, N. Y.; Selfridge Field, Detroit, Mich.; Wright Field, Dayton, O.; Scott 
Field, East St. Louis, Ill.; Kelly Field, San Antonio, Tex.; Maxwell Field, Mont- 
gomery, Ala.; and, during the hurricane season, at Ft. Crockett, Galveston, Tex. 
The National Guard unit at Spokane, Wash., has assumed the responsibility for 
collecting the needed information there. 

The Navy Department will make the observations at the following stations: 
Anacostia, D. C.; Norfolk, Va.; Pensacola, Fla.; San Diego, Calif.; Pearl Harbor, 
Hawaii; and, on alternate days, at Philadelphia, Pa., and Lakehurst, N. J. Observa- 
tion flights at Sunnyvale, Calif., and Seattle, Wash., because of darkness at the 
hour set for the flights, will be made at some daylight hour. Occasional flights 
may be made also from Quantico, Va., Dahlgren, Va., and Coco Solo, C. Z. 

Certain battleships, when in port and sometimes at sea, send up planes to 
observe weather conditions. Although they are not expected to order routine 
flights, the following ships will contribute information useful to Weather Bureau 
forecasters at San Francisco, Calif., or at Washington, D. C., depending on the 
fleet’s location: Saratoga, Lexington, Langley, Ranger, Wright, California, and 
Chicago. 

The air-mass method of forecasting, long recognized as an aid to accuracy and 
to longer forecasts, has never been practicable in the Weather Bureau's daily 
routine because of the difficulty of getting the needed upper-air observations. 
Facilities offered by Army and Navy pilots at more than a dozen selected stations, 
at six specially-equipped Weather Bureau airway stations, and at one cooperative 


station, at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, now remove this difficulty. 
The Department of Commerce will provide for the transmission of the observations 


from the points where they are taken to the forecasting stations. 
Air masses, which constantly move across the country, meteorologists believe, 


govern weather to a marked degree. Information on the condition and the direc- 


tion and speed of the movement of these air masses, therefore, is vital in accurate 


forecasting. This information, it is explained, is readily obtained by sending aloft 


meteorographs, instruments which give data on pressure, temperature, and moisture 
at the various levels of the air through which they pass. They are designed to be 
attached to an airplane wing. 

According to the present plan, W. R. Gregg, Chief of the Weather Bureau, says, 
observation flights will be confined to one a day, each beginning about half past 
five (©.8.T.) in the morning and reaching a maximum height of 17,000 feet above 
sea level. These flights will be made by Army and Navy pilots and by commercial 
aviators hired for the purpose by the Weather Bureau. Meteorologists of the 
Weather Bureau assigned to the air-observation stations will compute, code, and 
transmit to forecast stations the information the meteorographs bring down. This 
information will give forecasters an important supplement to the morning surface 
observations in drawing the weather maps to be used in making the daily forecasts. 


Air Transportation in War—aA factor in the late controversy over the commercial 
air mail that received little or no attention is the importance of commercial air 
transportation as a factor in National Defense. This is particularly true in so 
far as the use of these commercial facilities for their designated purpose—rapid 
transportation—in time of war is concerned. 

Capt. Thomas B. Doe, a graduate of the United States Military Academy and 
who saw active service before reaching his present position of prominence in the 


commercial air field, points out that “Already of considerable value in all the mani- 
fold phases of a war effort, the passenger-cargo plane gives every evidence of becom- 


ing not one of the many different kind of vehicles used in war but actually, the 
principal transport medium of armies.” 


“The military need for air transport,” he points out, “was recognized by Eu- 
ropean nations soon after the World War broke out in 1914; and it was not long 
before the Allies and Central Powers were using aircraft for transportation wher- 
ever possible on urgent missions, both in tactical operations at the front and for 
speeding on their way officials and officers, important documents and supplies.” 
Captain Doe points out that the air forces of the Army and Navy do not maintain 
transport personnel and facilities apart from other units, and that the regular air 
forces are the only branches of the defense establishments having their own trans- 
port equipment, which is insufficient. Thus, the large reservoir built and building 
for commercial operations would be of the utmost importance to the military in 


case of an emergency. 


In addition, the airports brought about by commercial activities, the manufac- 
turing facilities, the trained pilots and mechanics, and the lighted airways all 


contribute.to National Defense. 





Shipment of Household Effects—It was held this week by the Comptroller Genera) 
that where an officer in the Army turned over to the Quartermaster Department 
his personal effects, not exceeding his authorized change of station allowance for 
shipment in three lots, he is entitled to have them shipped at public expense pro- 
vided the aggregate cost does not exceed that of a like weight in one lot from the 
old permanent station to the new permanent station. 

“There is no actual increased cost incurred for shipment of the baggage of an 
officer by Army transport, and such cost is not an element for consideration jp 
the case of shipments between points on the West and East Coasts of the Uniteg 
States,” the Comptroller said. 


Reserve Volunteer Trainees Get No Benefits—Comptroller General McCar! ruleg 
this week that although a reserve officer on active duty receiving regular pay is 
entitled to pay and allowances while hospitalized on account of an injury suffereg 
while on such duty, a reserve officer who is patriotic enough to volunteer for traip. 
ing at his own expense is not entitled to such pay or allowances. 

The official summary of the decision, made at the request of 1st Lt. Harry 4, 
Ballf, FA-Res, of San ¥rancisco, is as follows: 

“A member of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, except while voluntarily participat- 
ing in aerial flights in Government-owned aircraft by proper authority as an ine. 
dent to his military training, is not entitled to pay and allowances while hospital. 
ized oh account of an injury suffered while attached to the Army at his own 
expense and on his voluntary application for training and instruction as authorized 
by paragraph 64 of Army Regulations 140-5 of April 16, 1931.” 


Permanency of Personnel—The Bureau of Navigation considers it essential that 
the crews of new vessels and recommissioned vessels, including those placed jp 
full commission after modernization, be kept as nearly intact as possible for at 
least one year after commissioning. 

To this end men will not be considered as eligible for shore duty, recruiting 
duty, or transfers in exchange until the above condition has been met, it is ap- 
nounced. 

Transfers of any nature whatsoever should be kept to an absolute minimum, 
and requests from men who are not eligible as stated above should not be for- 
warded to the Bureau except in urgent cases, it is stated. 


Extension of Time Limit for Issuance of Medals—The time limit for the issuance 
of the Second Nicaraguan Campaign Medal has been extended to Jan. 2, 1933. The 
award will now be made to the officers and enlisted men of the U. S. Navy and 
Marine Corps who served on shore in Nicaragua between Aug. 27, 1926, and Jan. 2, 
1933, and to the officers and enlisted men attached to and serving on board certain 
vessels performing duty in Nicaraguan waters. 

The time limit for the issuance of the Yangtze Service Medal has been extended 
to Dee. 31, 1932. The award will now be made to the officers and enlisted men of 
the U. S. Navy and Marine Corps who served on shore at Shanghai or in the valley 
of the Yangtze River, China, with a landing force during the periods Sept. 3, 1926, 
to Oct. 21, 1927, and March 1, 1930, to Dee. 31, 1932, and to the officers and men 
who were attached to and serving on board certain vessels which were performing 
duty on the Yangtze River or its tributaries during these periods. 

Applications for the above medals should be made to the Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, Navy Department, Washington, D. C. 


Composition of the Naval Reserve—The Bureau of Navigation is concerned “over 
the lack of knowledge on the part of the Regular Navy regarding the Naval 
Reserve” and is taking the opportunity in the Bureau’s Bulletin of setting forth 
some facts, 

“It appears,” the Bureau states, “that the majority of officers and men of the 
Regular Service have a very vague idea as to the construction of the U. 8S. Naval 
Reserve. In speaking to such officers and men in reference to the Naval Reserve, 
their almost unanimous reaction is to that part of the Reserve which is composed 
of transferred men of the Regular Navy. As a matter of fact, these men constitute 
the smallest part of our Reserve force. For the information of the service at 
large, the following data in connection with the Naval Reserve is given: 

“Enlisted men of the Regular Navy who are transferred to the Naval Reserve 
after a certain length of service are classified as F-2, F-3(c), F-3(d), FA(e), 
F-4(d), and F-5. At the present time these men total 11,576. The other classes 
of the Reserve which form by far the largest part, are F-1, V-1, V-2, V-3, V-4, V4 
and V-6. Class F-1 of this grade constitutes the enlisted personnel of the drilling 
divisions of the Naval Reserve. These divisions are 149 in number, distributed 
throughout all Naval Districts and each division consists of four commissioned 
officers and 76 enlisted men. The total actual strength, as of March 1, of the 
Naval Reserve is as follows: 

“Transferred men, 11,576; other classes (men), 21,472; officers of all classes, 
8,279; total, $41,327. 

“The authorized strength: Men (exclusive of transferred men for which there 
is no fixed quota), 150,092; officers (exclusive of Merchant Marine Naval Reserve 
for which there is no fixed quota), 13,588; total, $163,680.” 


Vacancies for Medical Reservists with the Civilian Conservation Corps—In_ the 
past year there has been a constant decrease in qualified physicians of the Med: 
cal Reserve Corps to meet the needs of the medical service of the Civilian Com 
servation Corps. 

This shortage wil be aggravated during the early spring and summer when ! 
new group of approximately 300,000 men will be enrolled for a period of six 
months, and the winter camps begin their dispersion for the spring and summer 
activities. These 300,000 men will be grouped into camps of 200 men each, and 
will be scattered throughout the United States, the majority of which will be 
located in our large and scenic National Forests. 

To each camp, or group of camps if located close together, will be assigned a 
officer of the Medical Reserve Corps, with the necessary medical supplies to care 
for the sick and injured. The assignment of Medical Reserve Officers for th# 
duty will be made by the Corps Area Commander under whose jurisdiction the 
camp is located. The period of active duty will be for six months but may be 
extended for a longer period at the discretion of the Corps Area Commander. 

The allotment of Medical Reserve officers for duty with the Civilian Conser® 
tion Corps has been fixed at the rate of one captain and two lieutenants per 
1,000 men enrolled. Medical Reserve officers of proper grade desiring such 4 
ment are being advised to apply direct to their Corps Area Commander. Thos 
physicians who are not members of the Medical Reserve Corps may secure appoist 
ment therein by applying to the nearest Corps Area Headquarters or to the 5 
geon General’s office, Washington, D. C.

Hon. Charles Herbert Allen, who suc- 
ceeded Theodore Roosevelt as assistant 
secretary of the navy and later served 
as the first civil governor of Puerto Rico, 
died April 20, 1934, at his home in Low- 
ell, Mass., at the age of 86 years. 

He is survived by two daughters, Mrs. 
George Wood Logan and Mrs. Albert H. 
Atkins, and one grandson, Lt. Allen 
Hobbs, USN, and three great-grandchil- 
dren. 

Hon. Charles Herbert Allen, son of 
Otis and Louise (Bixby) Allen, was born 
in Lowell, April 15, 1848. He was edu- 
cated in the Lowell schools and gradu- 
ated from Amherst college in the class 
of 1869. The college, of which he later 
became a trustee, honored him with its 
degree of LL.D. in 1900. 

In 1870 he married Harriet C. Dean 
of Manchester, N. H., who died a few 
years ago.

Dr. William Henry Welch, Brigadier 
General in the Auxiliary Reserve of the 
United States Army, died at the John 
Hopkins Hospital April 30, 1934. Dr. 
Welch was an enthusiastic supporter of 
National Defense measures. Larly in 
the World War he placed his services at 
the disposal of Surgeon General Gorgas. 
At that time he was given the highest 
commissioned rank possible under the 
law. The following year he was pro- 
moted to the grade of Colonel and in 
1921 was advanced to the grade of Bri- 
gadier General, Medical Deparcment. He 
was transferred to the Auxiliary Reserve 
Feb. 26, 1925. 

Dr. Welch rendered distinguished ser- 
vice for the Medical Deparrment of the 
Army. He was consultant in sanitation 
and preventative medicines in The Sur- 
geon General’s Office. His citation for 
the Distinguished Service Medal snavs, 
“From his rich experience in scientific 
medicine, sanitation, public health and 
medical education, he helped materially 
in guiding the medical protession both 
in and out of the Army safe'y through 
the many difficulties of war.” 

In scientific circles Dr. Welch is best 
known as the discoverer of the bacillus 
which causes the dread gas gaugrene 
and is such a menace in war and peace.

The Merchant Marine 

A greater activity on the part of the 
Regulatory Division of the Shipping 
Board Bureau to secure stability for the 
American shipping industry was forecast 
by Henry H. Heimann, director of the 
United States Shipping Board Bureau, 
recently at the annual birthday dinner 
of the members of the India House in 
New York City. 

“With due regard to the interests of 
shippers,” Mr. Heimann said, “to insure 
a fair and reasonable rate with respect 
to the transportation afforded, with care- 
ful survey and appraisal of the rate 
structure needed by the American ship 
operators to insure a reasonable return 
on the capital investment, the regula- 
tory provisions of the merchant marine 
act should be brought into play. T 
Shipping Board Bureau of the Depart: 
ment of Commerce has a regulatory divi- 
sion that can contribute greatly toward 
placing the industry on a rational basis. 
It is our intention to see that this divi- 
sion exercises the authority vested in it 
to secure stability for the industry. If 
sound, just judgment is exercised in the 


utilization of this regulatory power, 
then the American merchant marine will 
grow and prosper. Indeed, a sound 


regulatory program will unquestionably 
be of more value in the development of 
an American merchant marine than all 
the subsidy programs, Besides subsidy 
and regulation, there is another step 
necessary for the development of an 
adequate merchant marine, and _ its 


inquisitorial apers. Btrictest 
Monthly payment plan. W 
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reasonable, profitable operation. I am 
happy to say that this step was taken 
a few days ago when Joint Resolution 
207 passed both Houses of Congress and 
was signed by the President. It pro- 
vides that products exported on the 
strength of Government financing must 
be carried in ships sailing under the 
American flag. 

“There should be a close coordination 
between all Departments of the Govern- 
ment and the Shipping Board Bureau in 
order that they may be mutually advised 
of cargo developments, with the end in 
view of having the American merchant 
marine secure a large share of this 
business and to demand the major por- 
tion of it, as above stated, when the 
Government is financing the transaction. 
We must also consider reasonable con- 
solidations to eliminate duplications as 
necessary. When such consolidations 
are honestly made in the public interest, 
with the interest of ship operation rather 
than security speculation in mind, they 
should meet with favor by the Govern- 
ment insofar as these consolidations 
contribute to a trunk line operation and 
thus make possible a more competitive 
operation with respect to the foreign 
shipping challenge.” 


Aircraft Purchases 

Sharp criticism was made of the War 
Department’s handling of bids under the 
$7,500,000 PWA allotment for aircraft 
purchases by Comptroller General Mc- 
Carl in an advisory opinion submitted 
to the Rogers subcommittee this week. 

©@omptroller McCarl, in a letter to 
Representative William N. Rogers (Dem. 
of N. H.), chairman of the subcommittee 
investigating Army aircraft, let it be 
known that he attributes the troubles 
over aircraft purchases to the provisions 
of the 1926 Procurement Act withdraw- 
ing airplane purchases from his jurisdic- 
tion. His advisory opinion, dealing with 
the legality of the specifications under 
the PWA allotment, was requested by a 
resolution of the subcommittee. 

The bids have already been thrown 
out by the War Department after the 
Judge Advocate General of the Army 
held that the specifications were not 
properly drawn. 

In his criticism of the Aircraft Pro- 
curement Act and the way it has been 
carried out, the Comptroller inferential- 
ly hit at the procurementof aircraft in 
quantity by negotiated contracts by de- 
scribing Section 10 (t) as the applicable 
provision of law under which quantity 
purchases should be made. 

The advisory opinion was made public 
by Representative Rogers, who declared 
that the subcommittee would submit a 
report within a day or so dealing with 
the matter of the PWA aircraft allot- 
ment, Assistant Secretary of War 
Woodring’s actions in this regard will 
be endorsed, he indicated, while criticism 
will be made of the Air Corps. 

Members of the subcommittee said 
that they had been informed that Maj. 
Gen. Arthur W. Brown, Judge Advocate 
General of the Army, had issued orders 
for officers of his department to give no 
more personal opinions to officers or 
offices of the War Department regarding 
the legality or illegality of any contem- 
plated official line of action. Air Corps 
officers have attempted to justify the 
legality of negotiated purchasing in 
quantity by legal opinions of two indi- 
vidual officers of the Judge Advocate 
General’s Department, it was stated. 

In his advisory opinion, Comptroller 
McCar! declared in part: 

“While it may not have been the in- 
tention in said Act (1926 Procurement 
Act) to authorize the awarding of con- 
tracts for quantity purchases of aircraft, 
aircraft parts and accessories other than 
as the result of competition on the basis 
of specifications stating the needs of 
the United States in such terms as to 
permit of full and free competition by 
all qualified bidders, yet by conferring 
on the administrative officers concerned 
conclusive authority with respect there- 
to, such has been its effect. That is to 








say, the administrative officers of the 
War and Navy Departments are made 
by said act the judges of the legal suffi- 
ciency, etc., of their specifications for 
aircraft, aircraft parts and accessories. 
* * * 

“Lest there should be some misunder- 
standing with respect to this matter, it 
may be repeated that Section 3709, Re- 
vised Statutes—applicable to purchases 
generally on behalf of the United States 

and section 10(t) of the act of July 2, 
1926—applicable to quantity purchases 
of aircraft—are alike in their require- 
ment that the contract thereunder shall 
be let as the result of advertisement of 
the needs of the United States for bids 
on the basis of specifications permitting 
full and free competition, but they are 
unalike in that there is control by law 
in the Congress, exercised through the 
General Accounting Office, to see there 
is compliance with Section 3709, Revised 
Statutes, while such control has been 
surrendered and transferred in the act 
of July 2, 1926, supra, to the administra- 
tive officers who are actually engaged 
in drafting the specifications, advertis- 
ing for bids and entering into contracts 
for the purchase of aircraft. There is 


| thus ne control by law over their actions 


in this respect. The matter is one of 
administrative discretion—which may 
be strict or liberal, albeit legal, depend- 
ing on the particular administrative offi- 
cers from time to time in charge and 
exercising such discretion.” 

Then reviewing the _ spécifications 
drawn for the purchase the aircraft un- 
der the PWA allotment, the Comptroller 
goes on to say: 

“It appears that the Material Division 
of the Air Corps made two evaluations 
of the bids received. In both of these 
evaluations a figure of merit appears to 
have been given each model, except for 
certain models to which no evaluation 
was given. This figure of merit is re- 
ported to have been based on the char- 
acteristics of the particular model, In 
determining these characteristics the 
following elements appear to have been 


considered: performance, utility as a 
type, structure and design, armament 
installation, power plant’ installation, 


and equipment installation. Percentage 
values appear to have been arbitrarily 
assigned to these various elements, the 
figure of merit being the total of the 
percentages awarded under each of these 
six elements. * * * 

“The Judge Advocate General of the 
Army in an opinion of March 4, 1934, 
recommended that all bids be rejected 
for the reason that the evaluation fac- 
tors should have been stated in the 
advertised specifications for the informa- 
tion and guidance of all concerned, and 
that opinion appears to have been ap- 
proved by Assistant Secretary of War 
Woodring. * * * 

“It would seem to be too clear 
serious argument that the conclusion of 
the Judge Advocate General of the Army 
is correct that the bids should not be 
evaluated on factors not stated in the 
advertised specifications. * * * Any other 
basis would afford unlimited opportunity 
for fraud and favoritism in the award 
of Government contracts and should not 
be permitted. 

“Furthermore, if the Air Service of 
the United States is to continue to im- 
prove—to keep abreast of the highest 
developments in the arts—and if the 
Government is to obtain the best air- 
planes obtainable, measured by speed, 
safety and endurance, it is not under- 
stood why these specifications should 
have limited competition to types of air- 
planes which had been tested and ap- 
proved by the War or Navy Departments 
prior to the dates of the respective ad- 
vertisements. * * * 

“If this office had the same jurisdic- 
tion over the appropriation for the pur- 
chase of aircraft, ete., as it has over 
other appropriations where the contracts 
are advertised and let under section 
8709, Revised Statutes, I would not feel 
justified in approving any charges 
against appropriated funds on the basis 
of the specifications here in question.”

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Rites for General Scott 

Funeral services for Maj. Gen. Hugh 
A. Scott, USA-Ret, former chief of staff 
of the Army, and famous Indian fighter, 
were held Thursday in the Washington 
Cathedral with burial services in Arling- 
ton National Cemetery. 

General John J. Pershing headed the 
list of honorary pallbearers, which also 
included Adolph 8. Ochs, president of 
the New York Times; General Douglas 
MacArthur, present Chief of Staff; Maj. 
Gen. James F. McKinley, Adjutant Gen- 
eral; Newton D. Baker, former Secre- 
tary of War; Dr. H. W. Dodd, president 
of Princeton University, and Dr, J. Ross 
Stevenson, president of Princeton Semi- 
nary. 

Other honorary pallbearers included 
Maj. Gen. C. G. Treat, Maj. Gen. Frank 
R. McCoy, Maj. Gen. W. S. Graves, Maj. 
Gen. H. G. Sharpe, Maj. Gen. W. A. 
Mann, Brig. Gen. G. R. Scriven, Dr, Ed- 
ward Hodge, Dr. Wister Hodge, Dr. Will 
Magie, Richard Stockton, George Bur- 
leigh, Edward Howe, Fisher Howe, Wil- 
ford Hager, Walter Kidde, Samuel Scott, 
Wardlow Miles, Samuel Houston, George

Following the services at the Cathe- 
dral, Troop F of the 3rd Cavalry, Fort 
Myer, escorted the caisson bearing the 
casket to the Fort Myer Gate of Arling- 
ton Cemetery. 

Maj. Gen. Paul B. Malone, command- 
ing general of the 3rd Corps Area, was 
in charge of the military rites at the 
cemetery, where troops from the garri- 
sons at Fort Myer, Fort Humphreys, Va., 
and Fort Washington, Md., were gath- 
ered to honor General Scott. 

The military rites included a 17-can- 
non salute, twice fired. 

General Scott died Monday at Walter 
Reed Hospital, where he had been ill 
for about two months. He was in his 
81st year and had been living in Prince- 
ton, N. J., in recent years. 

He was graduated from the Military 
Academy at West Point in 1876 and al- 
most immediately became prominent in 
Indian affairs. He was well known for 
his mastery of their sign language and 
preserved much of this language in writ- 
ings about the various tribes. General 
Scott set up much of the machinery for 
the United States’ participation in the 
World War, and, despite his retirement 
for age in 1917, continued to serve in 
France until the end of the war. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Mary Merrill Scott; three daughters and 
a son,

Announcement was made by the Na- 
val Academy this week of the schedule 
of events for June Week.

Permanent Appropriations 

The House appropriations committee 
has reported out a bill to repeal perma- 
nent appropriations and make all such 
items matters for consideration by each 
Congress, Among annual service ap- 
propriations affected are: 

“Recreation Fund, Army”’—This is 
profits from activities of Army service 
organizations during the World War held 
in this special fund for expenditure by 
the Secretary of War in time of war. 
It amounts to $800,000. Under the bill 
this will be transferred to the surplus 
fund of the treasury. 

“Naval Hospital Fund’—This is abol- 
ished, It is used for medical attention 
to personnel and is derived from a num- 
ber of sources including certain fines, 
forfeitures on desertion, deduction of 20 





per month from pay, value of one ra- 
tion a day during time in hospital, ete. 
Under the bill this would be stopped and 
funds necessary annually appropriated. 

The bill also would prevent the carry- 
ing over from one year to the next of 
moneys derived from the sale of mate- 
rial by one branch to another. This 
latter phase undoubtedly will be opposed 
by the War Department. 

Tours of Foreign Duty 

Legislation repealing the minimum set 
upon tours of duty of officers of the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps on for- 
eign stations and fixing a maximum two- 
year tour for officers and enlisted men of 
the Army was approved by the Senate 
Military Committee yesterday. 

The Senate committee voted to report 
fuvorably 8. 3397 introduced by Senator 
Logan which repeals the section of the 
Economy Act which required officers of 
the armed services to stay at least three 
years on foreign stations, and adds the 
following provisos: 

“No officer or enlisted man of the 
Army shall, except upon his own request, 
be required to serve in a single tour of 
duty for more than two years in the 
Philippine Islands, on the Asiatic Sta- 
tion, or in China, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, 
or the Panama Canal Zone, except in 
case of insurrection or of actual or 
threatened hostilities.” 

As introduced the Logan bill was iden- 
tical with the Spence bill, which was re- 
ported to the House last week by the 
House Military Committee. In reporting 
the bill however, the Senate Committee 
added a proviso to the above quoted lim- 
itation to permit the Secretary of War 
in his discretion to waive the two-year 
limitation in an emergency. 
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| striking out all of the Senate bill. 
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Air Mail Legislation 


Definite legislation for the letting of 
new contracts for the carrying of the 
air mail seems to be in sight, although 
there remains differences between the 
two Houses. The Senate has passed a 
bill and sent it to the House. The House 
committee has rejected it and substituted 
its own meusure as an amendment after 
Mean- 
while, the House Rules Committee has 
given a rule for the special consideration 
measure, 

The Senate bill provides for an ex- 
change of pilots between the commercial 
firms and the’ Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps, with a view to familiarizing each 
with the duties of the other. This is not 
contained in the House bill. 

Both bills set up a commissioner to 
study future air policies of the govern- 
ment. The Senate would have a com- 
mission of seven members to report to 
the next Congress, while the House 
would have one of five members to re- 
port not later than Feb. 1, 1935,
